fortunate as to be dragged into the average "mod- 
ern" hospital encounters far too much glare and 
glitter in lieu of cleanliness right now. But. friends, 
take it from a doctor with a reasonable familiarity 
with germ ways and a wholesome respect for the 
wilder tribes all such trappings are not to be deemed 
in any way preventive of disease. It may be that 
impervious smooth surfaces and rounded corners 
are easier to wash with soap and water than un- 
even or over decorated woodwork, for instance, and 
square corners—but that doesn't give us a single 
excuse for plate glass, white enamel or nickel plate, 
m operating room, lavatory, bath, sick room, kit- 
chen or candy store. 


We don't absorb any germs thru breathing—the

munirable disease, and tho ignorant, superstitious 
people even believed this "miasm" or floating \irus 
earned for hundreds of miles in some instances. 

This seems ridiculous now, of 
course, but it \\as the serious belief of the doctors 
less than a hundred years ago.

Answer—Aside from I'ediculus (orporis, Pedicu- 


lus capitis, Pedieulus piiblis. Cimex lectularius, and 
maybe Sarcoptes scabiei, all of which "company" 
may be entertained in the most fashionable circles, 
I doubt that you assume any risk in handling or 
working on such clothes. Yet you arc certainly war- 
ranted in asking patrons to ha\e their clothing 
cleaned before bringing it for repairs.

Answer—Coffeo should never he boiled. 
Coffee 


should be freshly and finely ground just before 
making. 
Let the coffee powder stand 15 to 30 


minutes in cold water, then add some egg white, 
stir up well, and allow to heat, but watch the pot 
and snatch it from the fire just before boiling point 
is reached, and serve promptly, pouring the cream 
in the cups first. 
This assures the finest flavor 


and prevents the extraction of tannin, which is the 
only objectionable thing in coffee moderately used 
by adults.

Germany by the Reparations commis 
sion is that severe measures shoule 
jc taken to prevent the evasion ol 
capital, a demand which is in accord 
ance with German wishes, but which 
is very difficult to. put into practice. 
Capital is a very elusive thing, anc 
the allies themselves have not been 
able to prevent considerable wealth 
caving their own lands for neutral 
countries with lower taxation. 
But 


he more the taxation screws 
are 


tightened the more incentive there is 
to evade it, and if the latest demands 
ever come into force it is pretty sure 
that even with the strictest control, 
this undesirable phenomenon 
would 


•ather increase than the contrary- It 
.s also very doubtful whether pro 
ceedings against already evaded cap- 
tal could be successful. 
The 
only 


thing that can be really taken ser 
ously in these demands, is the request 
to establish more rigorous measures 
for the control of export bonds, and 
more effectual guarantees that the 
proceeds of German exports return to 
jerrnany. This is a question which 
lias been much criticized also in Ger- 
many. But it is certain thai this 
question is one of the most difficult 
n commercial politics because it is al- 
most impossible to take away from 
^xport industry the right of controll 
mg its own bills of exchange.

"rom any system of financial contro 
over Germany. 
On the contrary, i' 


is a psychologically proved fact that 
foreign financial control only incites 
the population to considerable cvasior 
of taxation. As soon as this evasion 
becomes a patriotic act—and the pop 
ulalion and the officials mutually help i 
each other in this patriotism—it is 
quite impossible even with the strict- 
est control to prevent a continued de- 
crease in revenue. The history of fi- 
nance gives enough example of such 
reaction, and it might almost be re- 
garded as a joke in the world's his- 
tory that it was just France which, 
at an earlier period, proposed a IPSS 
rigid control over Turkish finances 
on this account. 


"Also the possibilities which restric- 


tion of expenditure presents, inside 
and outside of Germany, arc greatly 
exaggerated. 
The writer 
of 
these 


lines proved recently that no amount 
of economy could lead to a greater 
result than 4 per cent of the whole 
Rcichs expenditure. This is an as- 
tonishing fact but it will easily be un- 
derstood if wo remember that of the 
total amount of expenses in this fi- 
nancial year out of 265.7 billion marks, 
more than 229 were swallowed up in 
carrying out the peace treaty, in debts, 
and in war pensions, so that for the 
remaining necessities only 16 per cent 
of the whole proceeds remained. The 
possibilities of econom5r which may be 
found can only make up a relatively 
small percentage of the whole expens- 
es: and it is quite certain that the 
population would only become exasper- 
ated through petty vetos on certain 
"subsidies" and on "Institutions which 
serve no immediately necessary pur- 
pose." Besides which the small sums 
which might be found for reparations 
would in no way make up for the 
expense, and the bitterness 
which 


would be inevitably bound up with 
control. 
This proves that the verdict 


on the whole moratorium from an 
economical point of view is that in 
all essential parts it will prove to be 
quite worthless and impossible 
to
